Major \4jbri& Account of his Interview with 
the Princes- in the Palace of Serinqapatam, 
and of finding the fodyi of the late 'Tippqo 
Sullajtn. ° v » 

A shc\rt* time after the troops were in pos- 
session of the works. Major Beatsau ana 1 
observed, from thjs south rampart, several per- * 
sons assembled in the palace ; many of^hoin, 
from their" dress and appearance, we judged * 
to be of distinction. 1 particularly remark- 
ed, that ohe w person prostrated himself befozfc* 
he sat dowu ; frour which circumstance 1 Was 
led to conclude, that ^Tippoo, with such of his 
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'officers who had escaped from the assault,* had 
taken shelter in the palace. 

Before any attempt could he, made to secure 
the palace .{where it watf thought the enemy,' 
jn defence of their sovereig^ and his family,. 

* would make a serious resistance), it became 
necessary to refresh the troopifwho were 

v greatly exhausted by the keaC of the day,* and 
the fatigue which they had already nn.dergooe. 
In the mean timfe Major Beat&on and 1 has- 
tened to apprise General Baird of the circum- 
stances we had sden : on opr 'Way, we passed 
Major Craigie and Captain Whitlie/with the 
grenadiers, and some battalion companies of 
the 12th regiffient. As soon as vve reached 
General Baird, we proposed to.hijm, to bring 
these troops to him, to which -.he assented. 
On my return. General ,JBaird directed me to 
proceed .to the pdlace with the detachment of 
the 12th* and p$rt of Major Gibbing’s batta- 
lion of sepoy? : hq directed jne to inform the 
.enemy tliat their lives should be spared, on 
condition of them immediate surrender, but 

* that* the least resistance would prove fatal to 
every person within the palace walls. Having 

«Jfestene|J a white clpth on a sergeant's pike, I 
proceeded to the palace, where I found Major 

* Shee*a$d part. of the 33rd regiment, drawn 
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up opposite the gate : several ofTippooYpep- >. 
pie were in a balcony, apparently in tine great- 
est consternation. I Informed them ‘that I 
was deputed by the “General, who commanded 
. the troops id the fort, to offer them their lives, 
provided *th*ey did nof make resistance; of . 
which I desired them to giv.e immediate inti- 
mation to *their> Sultaun. In* a short time, 
the killpdar, another ’officer of consequence, 
and a confidential ‘servant, came over the' ter- 
race of the front building, and descended by 
an .unfinished of the •wall. They were 

greatly emb&Trassed, and appeared inclined to 
create dehty£ ; probably with a view of effect- 
ing* their escape &s soon as „the darkness* of 
the night should afford them an opportunity. 

I ‘pointed out the danger of thfeir situation, 
and’the necessity of ‘touting to an immediate 
determination, pledging myself for their pro 2 
tection, aqd proposing that they should allow 
me to go into the palace, that I might in* per- 
son give these assurances to’Tippoo. They 
were very averse to this proposal, but.l posi- 
tively insisted on returning with tlent I 
desired Captain Scohey, who speaks. the na- 
tive languages iwith grefU fjpency, $o accg^j- 
pany me, and Captain Hastings Ffaser. We 
ascended by the broken wall, and lowered 

ft * i ■> 
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• ourselves down on a terrace, where a large body 
t)f armed men were assembled. I explained 
to them, that the flag which,. I held in my 
hand was a pledge of security, provided no 
resistance was made,: and the stronger to im- 
, press them. with this' belief, " I fook off' my 
sword, which I insisted upon their receiving. 
Tlie killedar, ancf many others affirmed, ‘that 
the princes and the family of Tippoo were in 
the’ palace, but not the Sultaun. They ap- 
peared greatly alarmed, and averse to coming 
to any decision. " I told th^m, that deday 
might be attended with fatal consequences ; 
and' that 1 could “not ans wer for the conduct 

r ' o • * V 

of t our troops, by whom they were surrounded, 
and whose fury was with difficulty restrain- 
ed. They then left me, and shortly alter I 
observed people moving hastily backwards 
'and forwards in.ihe interior of the palace; 
and, as there w$re many hundreds Tip- 
poo’S troops wit-hip the .wa|Jb>, I began to 
think our" situation rather ^critical. I was 

K 

advised to take back mv sword ; but such an 
-act,* on" my part, might, by exciting their 
distrust, have kindled a flame^ which, in the 
Resent temper of, the troops, might have been 
attended wHth tlie most dreadful consequences ; 
‘probably the massacre of evey soul within 
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v,- . . * 

. ihe palace walls. The people on the terrace, 
begged me to hold the flag in a conspicuous 
position, in? order to give confidence to those 
in the palace, and prevent our troops from 
.forcing the g c ates. Growing impatient at thesi 
delays, I sent another mesfcage*to the princes, 
warning them of their critical situation, and 
that *my tiirie was -limited. They answered, 
they would receive me as soon as a carpet 
could be spread for the purpose ; and soon 
after the killedatr came to conduct me. 

1 found two" of the princes seated on the 
carpet, surrounded 1 by a great many attendants. 
They desired me to sit down, w hich, I did in 
front of them. The recollection of Moi£a- 
deen, who, on a former occasion, I had seen 
delivered up with his brother, hostages to 
Marquis Cornw allis, the sad reverse of their 
fortunes, their fear, which, , notwithstanding 
their struggles to conceal, was but too evident, 
excited the strongest emotions of Compassion 
in my mind. I took Moiza-deen {to wttbm, 
the killedar, &c., principally directed* their 
attention)*by the hand, and endeavour^ by 
every mode in pay pow er, to remove his Tears, 
and to persuade"him tluf no .violence should, 
he ofiered to him t>r nis hr6tfie/J nor to any 
person in the palace. I then intreated him. 
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' as the only means to preserve his father’s life, 
Whose escape was impracticable, to inform me 
of the ’spot where he was concealed. Moiz’a- 
deen, after some conversation apart with his 
attendants, asgufed me that the Padshaw was 

* not in tlife- palace. I’requcsted him to allow 
the gatc£ to he opened. .All wefe alarmed at 
this proposal ; and the prmoM-s were reluctant 
to take such a step but by the authority 'of 
their father, to whom they desired to send. 
At length* however, having promised tlistt I 
would pest a guard of tlieiu o\vn sepoys with- 
in, and a party of Europeans on thb outside, 
and .having given .them 1 ‘the strongest assur- 
ances that no person should enter the palace, 
but by my authority, and that i wpnld return 
and remain with them until General Baird 
arrived, I convinced thorn <>f tire necessity of 
compliance ; and f I was happy to observe that 
the princes, as w/dl as their attendant*, appear- 
ed ‘to rely with confidence on the assurances 

..I ltd given them. • « 

Oil opening the “gate, I found General Baird 

* andjeveral officers, with a large body of troops 
assembled.^ I returned with ^ieutenant-Colo- 

,/isl Clouse into the p^ce, fof thf purpose of 
bringing life princes to the*General. We had 

* some "difficulty in conquering the alann and 
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the objections which they raised to quitting 
the palace ; but they at length permitted us 
to conduct them to the gate. The indignation 
Of General Baird w$s justly excited by a re- 
port, which had reached him soon after he had 
sent me to the palace, that Tippoo had inhu-* 
manly murdered all the Europeans, who had 
falleu into hi? hfmcls during the siege : this 
was heightened probably by a momentary re- 
collection of hij own sufferings, during more 
than three years’ imprisonment in r that very 
place ; he was, nevertheless,, sensibly affected 
by the sight of the princes ; and his gallantry, 
on the assault, was not more conspicuous, than 
the moderation and humanity which he dis- 
played, on this occasion. He received the 
princes with,, every mark of regard, repeatedly 
assuied them that no Violence or insult should 
be offered to them, and he gave them in charge 
to Lieutenant-Colonel Agnew and Captain 
Marriott, by whom they were conducted to 
head-quarters in camp, escorted by the light 
company of the 33rd regiment. As they pass- 
ed, the tsoops w ere ordered to pay them, the 
compliment of presented arms. * 

General Baiid no undetermined to search the 
most retired parts of ftie pa&cp, iij the hops 
pf finding Tippoo, He ordered the light com-, 
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. pany of the 74th regiment, followed by others* 
to enter the palace-yard. Tippoo’s troops were 
immediately disarmed, and we proceeded to 
make the search' through .many of the apart- 
ments. Having, intreated the killedar, if he 
had any rpj;ard for his own life, or that of his 

Sultaun, to inform us where he wps concealed,

he put his hands ‘upomthe^ hijt p£ my sword, 
and, in the most solemn manner, protested 
that the Sultaun .w as uot *in die palate, hpt 
that he had been wounded during the storm.

it was found that he had deceived us, said, the 
General mightjnflict on him what ptmjsb- 



ment lie pleased. General ‘Baird, on ^hearing 
the report of the killedar, proceeded to the* 
gateway, tvhicli was covered with many hun- 
dreds of the slain., ^he* number of the dead, 
and the darkness of tire place, made It diffi- 
cult .to distinguish one person from another, 
and the scene* \vas "altogether shocking ; but. 



'Aware of the great political importance of 
ascertain ng, beyond the possibility of doubt, 
the death of Tippoo, the bodies were ordered 



to be dragged out, and Jlhe killedar. and the 
fitter {Wb|per§o$s, were desired To examine 
Ahem b affcqr another. This, however, # 
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appeared endless ; and, as it now was becoming 
dark, a light was procured, and I accompanied’ 
tlie killedar into the gateway. During the 
search we discovered a wounded person lay- 
ing under the Sultaun's palankeen : this man 
was afterwards ascertained to be Rajah Cawn, 
one of Tippeo's most confidential servants ; 
he had atteiided'diis master during the whole 
of the day; and, on being made acquainted 
with the object* of our search, he pointed out 
the 1 spot where the Sultaun had fallen. By a 
faint glimmering li"ht it whs difficult for the 
killedar to recognize the features ; but the 
body being brought out, and satisfactorily 
proved to he that of the Sultaifa, was convey- 
ed in a f alankeen to the palace, where it was 
Again recognized by the eunuchs and other 
servants of tlie family.' . - 

When Tippoo was*brought from under the ' 
gateway bis eyes were open, and the body 
was so warm, that for a few moments Colbnel 
Wellesley and myself were doubtful whether 
lie was not alive : on Reeling his pulse and 
heart, that doubt was removed. He had four* 
wounds, three in the body, and one An the 
temple j the hail having.ent^ed a little above 
the right ear, and^odged in, the cheek. His 
dress consisted of a jacket of fine white linen, J 
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• loose drawers of flowered chintz, with a trim-- 
sou cloth of silk and cotton round his waist : 
a handsome pouch, with a red and green silk 
belt, hung across his sbotdder : his head was 
uncovered, hi? turban being iost'in the confn? 
sion of his /all : he had an amulet on his 
arm, but no ornament whatever.-*

rippoo was of low stature; corpulent, with 
high shoulders, and a short thick neck, but 
his feet and hatfuls were remarkably small ; 
his complexion was rather dark ; his eyes hlrge 
and prominent, \Cith small .arched eye-brows, 
and his nose aquiline : he fiad ah appearance 
of 'dignity, or perhaps “of stern nos;*, in his 
c&tmtenance, Vhicli distinguished him above 
the common order people. •

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2. The restoration of the representative 
of the ancient family of the Rajahs of My- 
sore, accompanied by a partition of territory 
between the allies, in which the interests of 
the Marhattas “should be conciliated, appear- 
ing to me under all circumstances of the case 
to be the most advisable basis .on which any 
new settlement of the country can be rested, 
I have resolved to frame, withcut delay; a 
plan founded oil these principles, and I hope, 
in the course of to-morrow, to be able tor for- 
ward to you the ’articles of a treat}", with pro- 1 
per instructions annexed, fordhe purpose of 
carrying the abovecmentioned play into effect. 
‘•3. In the meanwhile it is absolutely ne- 
cessary that certain measures- of precaution- 
should he ‘immediately adopted, in order to 
facilitate the intended arrangement. "These 
measures relate, first, t® the satisfaction of the 
principal Mussnlmen sirdars, and # of c the kille- 
dars of the several forts secondly, to the mode 
of removing *the family of Tippoo Sultaun 
from Mysore, with the least practicable injury 
to their feelings. With regard to the first 
object, 1 have already forwarded to the Ho- 
, nourable ' .Mr., JHehry Wellesley a letter to- 
Meev AHnnr, -and a copy of a letter from the 
Nizdm to me, which I trust will enable you 
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.to give complete satisfaction to Kummeer-ud- 
Deen ; and unless you, expect any consider- 
able advantage from bis, influence at Seringa* 
patam, in conciliating others of bis religion, 

I desire that you will, takp the earliest mea- 
sures to induce him to repair to* Gujrumcoa- * 
dab. With thp» other. leading, M usselmen you 
should immediately, enter into isuch specific 
engagements as shall jfreclude the possibility 
of .-any ’alarm ih ttyeir minds, with Aspect to 
their situation and prospects, under; any new 
arrangement of the country.* 

4. . I rely ’on yodr discretion to conclude 
such an arjailgemen* with ay little burthen to 
the finances of tin? company as circumstances . 
will achiyt The whole body of Tippoos sir- 
dare ougfit not to become a^i exclusive charge 
upon* the company. They must be employed 
and provided for by the. allies, and by the Ita-» 
jail of Mysore, collectively ; the families of the 
sirdars slain during, the campaigu must *also 
he provided for in the same manner. 

5. The killedars who.hdye surrender^, and 
those who still hold forts in their possession,, 
should be paid their arrears for the mpnth of 
April at least, with their*pay for thejaionth of 
May, and tor as Jong a time.as. we^may leave 
them in charge of their forts. *Qn dismissing* 
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• any of them, liberal gratuities should be given 
them, for the purpose of conciliation. All 
these charges may hereafter <be adjusted 
between the allies. 

6. As soon as you §hall judge that youi 
arrangements with the remnant of the Mus- 
sulmen interest ( are in sufficient forwardness, 
you will proceed to take, 11k, necessary mea- 
sures for removing the family of the Sultaun. 
The details of this painful, but indispensable 
measure, cannot be intrusted to any person 
more likely to combine eveyj # office t of huma- 
nity with the prudential precautions required 
by tlje occasion, than Colonel \Vellesley *, and 
1 'therefore commit to bis discretion, ahtixity 
and humanity, the whole' arrangement, sub- 
ject always to suclj, suggestions as may he otter- 
ed by the other members ol thp Commission. 
1 1 have appointed' Lieut* -Colonel Doveton to 
take the ‘command of the fortress of Vellore, 
w hitdi is destined lor the future residence of the 

i • , 

Sultaun's family. Colonel Doveton is also ap- 
pointed pay-master of stipends to the fami- 
ly ; l anrl he has been directed to make every 
possible preparation for their accommodation 
at Vellore. ‘After theft arrival, »o reasonable ex- 
pease ‘Will be spared to reruler their habitation 
•suitable to their former rank and expectation^; 
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and it is my Iqjtention to give them a li- 
beral pecuniary allowance. Colonel Welles- 
ley will judge whether it may be necessary to 
give either to the jppfiole, or to any branch of 
the family, any specific assurance of the exact 
amount of the sums ter be allotted^ to them,* 
respectively. v Jf an y^ such particular explana- 
tion ‘should* necessary for their satis- 

faction, I .authorize you to make the allot- 
ment of stipeml to each of •them, a§ well for 
the establishment of the Zenana, prbvided 
that the total sum tor the 'maintenance of the 
wholu family* ]>e hot* staffed at more than three, 
or at- the utrnbst four lacs of pagodas. The 
son'* dT"thc late Snlt^uu may he accompanied 
by suoli^ attendants as they may select, pro- 
vided the number be not so great. as to endan- 
ger the public, tranquillity, or to forta a point

It might he desirable, that Ali Roza should

10. In exercising the general powers vest-

12! It has occurred to me, that the renter- 
val of your met tings to Bangalore might have 
an ilseful. effect in drawing the multitude of 
Mussulmeu from Seringapglam. This -would 
enable tijje commandant of Ibe fort to com- 
mence the repair or improvement oPthe for- 
tification, and to proceed in clearing the place, 
and making it strictly a military station.

1. Tiie principle* of partition between* the 
Nizam and tbc Company, assumed in the first, 
and secoryl articles, is, that* each part^ should 
retain, in direct sovereignty, an equal sliasfe of. 
unencumbered .territorial revenue, deduction 
being mad*; froif* both* sijTes qjf the amount of 
the pensions for jaghires, of which jCJjclr party 
lias agreed to bear the charge. * 
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2. The allowances made bj T Tippoe Sul- 
taun to his family, anfl that of Hyder, includ- 
ing the whole expenses of £he -maintenance 
of every branch of the families, did not exceed 
1,12,116 Canteria pagodas. 

3. It was, however, thought advisable to 
allot a larger sum for this purpose, as well with 
a view to meet the first expenses of settling 
the families in the Carnatic, as the, increased 
charge of maintaining thc'younger sons of the 
late Sultauu (nine iu number) as they snail 
advance in years; The yojirigest of the four 
princes, now at Vellore, ’is about fifteen years 
of age. It is not intended toTnake, the nine 
younger sons now at Smngapataui, the eldest 
of whom is about elev tui years of age, So large 
an allowance as that enjoyed l»y each of ‘the 
four either now* at Vellore.

In compliance with the desire of the Right 
Honourable the Governor-General, conveyed 
in his letter to you, dated the 2 1st Jape, ex- 
tract of which was forwarded , to me by your 
directions, t have the honour to transmit to 
you a statement of tho revenues of the* terri- 
tories lately acquired for the Honourable 
Company, in which you will please to observe 
the grounds on w hich I am led to believe tlial 
those acquisitions are capable to yield a gross 
revenue, equal to, the sums in column 4. 

The late Tippoo Sultauu raised his jumma- 
bundy, in the year 1796, by augmenting his 
land-rent three Canteria fan am s on each pa- 
goda (ten hjnams), supposing the country to 
be capalle of bearing this augmentation.

He also charged his jummabundy with half a * 
fanam, as a tax ou shroffs, and a quarter of 
afanam as a. duty on tQba^o. The two last

From Qapfain Afacleod to General Hams, 
dated Seringapdt ant, 22 nd May, 1799, inclosing 
Abstract of Tippoo Sultaun’s Jummabundy. 

SlR ’- ,V. 

I have the \>lcasute to lay before you an 

abstract df the jummabuudy,* and a list of 
the several forts of the late Tippoo Sultaun. 
As he h.ld ‘given new hames to all forts and 
the residence of his asophs, the proper, or 
former name, is affixeiT to each division and 
fort, for *the convenience of geographical in- 
formation.®^ „ 

The Sultaun’s mistaken system^of revenue 
collection operated in a great degree towards 
reducing liis receipts, by his having increased 
the. number of aumildarries to ten times as 
many as had usually been the proportion 
under all fqrmcr Governments’- of flie Mysore 
dominions. ° 

The Sultaun raised his jummabuudy in 
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the year 1795, by adding about nineteen lacks 
of Canteria pagodas to his former jumma : 
but this increase was only ideal ; as I am in- 
formed by men, of whose veracity • I have a 
high opinion, that since the yetr 1792, hip 
receipts r were annually from twenty -five to 
thirty -five, lacks of Canteria .pagodas. His 
actual annual disbursements are estimated at 
forty lacks of Canteria pagodas.,, since the 
treaty of 1792 ; so that it* appears a consider- 
able portibn of his expenses must have been 
taken from the treasure collected by liis father. 

All the asophs and au?nildars< under his (to- 
y eminent were Moormen, who jvere seldom 
chosen for any other reason than their being 
Maliomedans ; and although * the w hole of 
them had un oath of fidelity administered 
to them, the embezzlement of .public revenue 
by the several classes of servants is supposed 
to have amounted annually to fifteen or twenty 
lack's of Canteria pagodas. The jagheers for 
the support of troops, which amount 1o about 
five lucks of Canteria pagodas, do not appear 
in the statement : the valuation of them is 
included in the revenue.

nel Campbell, tfie commanding officer at 

Vellore, which contains a narrative of the

supposed murder of a female slave, by the or- 
ders of the Prince Abdul Khalik. , • 

2. The peculiar situation of the sons of 
the late Tippoo Sul^pun must be considered to 
exempt tliem from the jurisdiction of any of 
our Courts of justice! That exemption, how- 
ever, cannot extend to the servants and de- 

* pendants of thosG* princes. * The agent of 
Abdul Khalik,*iu the cdSmission of the sup- 
posed niurde^ should be tried,* with se view to 
bring* tltat agent to justice, and to establish 
the facts sely-ting to the innocence or guilt of 
Abdul Khjilik,* by a legal process. * » * 

3. *In examining tlik declarations taken at 

Vellore q n this occasion, I ’qbserve tjiat the 
person stated to have conveyed poison to the 
deceased female slave# was informed “ that his 
life could be saved only .by declaring the 
truth.” • * , * 

4. This intimation cannot justly preclude 
the trial and eventual condemnation of that 
person, but in the event of* his conviction, any* > 
promise of the nature stated would, of .course, 

r induce your Lordship to spare his life. 
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5. If the charge against Abdul Khalik 
should appear to bo. proved by the result of 
the trial of the agent, the qnly punishment 
which can properly be inflicted on the prince 
will he, reduction' of his allowances, and an 
additional restraint upon his person. 

6. If it should appear clearly from the 
evidence, that Abdul Klialik has instigated this 
atrocious crime, your Lordship will foe pleased 
to direct the commandant of* Vellore to ajford 
that prince an opportunity of stating his' de- 
fence to your Lordship iu Council ; and if 
your Lordship should be convinced, after hav- 
ing' examined .that* defence, of the guilt of 
Abdul Klialik, I request that your I*ordshij> 
will he pleased ^o reduce Abdul Khalik’s al- 
lowances,, at least, in proportion of one-lrulf, 

and that you will confine him a close prisoner 
to the Fort of Veliore, for, at least, six months, 

7. It is impracticable to bring Abdul 
Klialik to g regular trial, but public example, 
and the necessity of preventing si^ch atro- 
cious excesses, will require that he should he 
punished, at least, to the extent specified iu 
this despatch.

I am directed to acknowledge Jhe receipt 

of your letter o£ the 10th instant, and to com- 

municate to' you .the . ‘following resolutions 

and orders, of the Honorable the Governor- 
* • • 

General in Council, on thd" subject of the 

stipends to be assigned for the support of the 

families of the Mysore. Princes, and on other 

points coilne&edVitlHflat arrangement. 

2. ’The .plan submitted H'ith y®ur letter 
abofe acknowledged, was framed with re- 
ference Jto. the principle st™d in Mr. Ed- 
monstong’s letter to you, of the ’9th ultimo, 
and j’our calculations S^opear to the Governor- 
General i n Council fe have proceeded on the 
most ttcjui table and fair consideration of the 
actual wants of each family. . Tlyit principle, 
as apjdjed to the families .of the Princes, still, 
appears to the Governor-General in p©uncil 
to constitute the most just measure of allow-* 
ance, which cgn be adoi)ted in forming a 
general arrangement for.fheir*subsis\ence, and, 
the sums which, ybu have proposed for the 
maintenance of each individual, ^appear to 
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Government to be fully adequate to* their 
support. . 

3. ' With respect, however, to the personal 

allowance to the Pciuces* the Governor-Gene- 
ral in Council has, ©n full consideration, de- 
termined, t;o adopt a* different principle, viz., 
that of dividing ‘the Princes ynlo classes, in 
the manner *iu which they* were divided at 
the period when the original settlement was 
made by the Commissioners* for the Adairs 
of Mysore*, and assigning to the individuals 
composing each vlass, allowances of equal 
amount, and bearing dTdue propertied to those 
to bo assigned t(J the- meinjbyrs of the other 
classes. ^ • * 

4. Besides oth«r advantages attending 

this plan, * there is every rcasoir to .suppose, 
that it will be more cot* genial. to the feelings 
and prejudices of t the Prijices, than the mode 
of apportioning the personal allowances* which 
was 'suggested by you, in conformity to the 
principle stated in your instructions .of the 
9th of. Jjine. ' • 

* 5** The Governor-General in Council has 
therefore determined to adopt <the plan above 
1 0ated, and tw fix the ‘amount of* the personal. 

allowances to *the Princes^ with reference to 
* the classes ( in which they will be placed, and 
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the allowances to the family of each Prince, 

' with reference to the number and rank of the 
individuals composing it. 

6. With respect *to the amount of the 
allowance, it, has been stated in. the preceding 
part of this letter, that the sums'ppposed by 
you, for the members of each family, are, in 
the opinion of the*^h)vernor-General in Coun- 
cil, fully luflicient for their maintenance, and 
that rate of allowance is accordingly sanc- 
tioned by Government. 

7. In* fixing *the personal allowances, it is 
necessary* to 'bear in tiffin d the principle on 
which 'the whole arrangement of Use pecuni- 
ary affairs of the families proceeds, viz., to fix 
the alio wap ces on such. a sMle as shall pre- 
clude thy ineans of accumulation* while it 
shall 'provide fqjr the ehjayment of every com- 
fort and.no more. 

• » » * 

8. Upon this principle the Govehior-Ge- 
ncral in Council has detcrnynec] to fix’ the 
personal allowance for the Princes of the . 
first class at Sicca Rupees 500 per lpensem, 
that of the second at 300 per mensen, ’and * 



that of the others in proportion. • 

. 9. The amount to by* appropriated to the, 
maintenance of each family will then “Stand 

according to the enclosed statement. 

• % 
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10. The personal allowances to the Princes 
of the third class are to be raised to a level' 
with those of the second^ class, agreeably to 
the original arrangement, when -they shall 
have, respectively, ’attained the .age of fifteen 
years. 

11. The Governor-GeneraJdn Council re-

marks, that this arrangement, with respect to 
the family allowances, cannot bo considered 
to be permanent, but must necessarily be sub- 
ject to such future alterations as the state of 

the families and ’other circumstances may re-

12. The mode of paying tlie •establish- 
ment has at traced the particular attention of 
the Governor-GeneraV in Council, ami has oc- 
cupied a principal share in his 'deliberations, 
on the question of settlement of tile fa- 
milies. The result of those deliberations has 
been a decided opinion, that the sen ants and 
establishments.. ,.with the exception only of 
eunuchs, and persons of that description, who 
are considered more to form a part of the fa- 
milies, should be paid by the Magistrate of 
the 24-*Pergurmahs. 

'13. The Gjsvemo.r-feencral in Council is 
satisfied* that’ any arrangement which should 
leave tlie^ payment of the servants in the

hands of the Princes themselves, would not be 
'consistent with the safe custody of their per- 
sons, or the security of ihe public interests. 

14. The*Governor-General in Council ob- 
serves, that ypur estimate of the expense of 
the establishments attached to each family, 
appears to be £?amed under the supposition, 
that the servaiits of tfrc families are to be paid 
by ’the Prijices. ’According to the arrangement 
described in the* two preceding paragraphs* 
however, a proportion of the servants only 

* are tp receive their wages from the Princes, 
and the calculation of torty-five per cent, on

dered merely as the estimated expense of the 
establishments -of servants, and not as the 
actual •argount of that branch of -expendi-

15. ITie Governor^General in Council is 
prepared to expect that this arrangement will 
excite a certain degree of 4 dissatisfaction 
among the Princes, but he relics on your ex- 
ertions, to endeavour to satisfy their minds of 
the absolute necessity of the arrangement, 
and of their quiet acquiescence in the wishes 
af Government on this point. It will of 
course be a particular part of the duty, of Mr. 
Blaquiere to check and punish any instance 

'* M 
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of disrespect or disobedience to the Princes, 
or their families, which the servants may be 
tempted to exhibit, by the supposed state of 
independence on* then*) -in which they may 
conceive themselves to be placed ; and the 

Governor-General in Council has no doubt 

r . 

that a strict attention to thv* rule will soon 
reconcile the Princes tq, the proposed mea- 
sure. 

. "1C. With respect to die* mode of issuing 
the payments on account of these allowances, 
the Governor-General in Council directs that 
the personal allowafreos, the allowances for 
the .families, tlij= amount of the wages of ser- 
vants, to be paid by the Princes, and of the 
wages of those which are to be paid by Mr. 
Blaquiere, be drawn tor by the Magistrate 
separately. The tbrch former suras to be 
paid to the Princes on separate receipts for 
each suln. • « * 

17 . Thq Governor-General in Council has 
resolved that die allowances shall take effect 
from.tlje first of J itl and you will, accord- 

ingly, at the close of the present month, draw 
for the first month’s allowances, which the sub- 
, treasurer* will Jbe directed regularly to dis- 
charge. . It is not the intention ‘of Govern- 
ment ‘to make any deduction on account of

the advances of cash which have been made 
*to the Princes ; hot that they shall enjoy the 
full benefit of the present arrangement from 
the date above mentuftied. ' .

1 Have thought iTt # my duty to consider atten- 
tively the question suggested by a considera- 
tion of’tlu* letters which were sonic time since 
addressed to me* by thi*«My.sore Princes on the 
subject «f their allowances,* •and which were 
records! dn the consult qjtion t>f the 1st ultimo, 
and to enquire both* wluit suui.umy with pro- 
priety lx* fixed for tin 1 maintenance of the . 
Mvsore Princes, and trhat mode of treat- 
meat it is now advisable to adopt respecting 
them. • 

® I • 

• 1 am entirely satisfied tliait no* other plafi* 
would either liave«been psudent efr practicable, 
on the first arrival of the Princes themselves, 
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and afterwards of their families in BengAl, than 
precisely what was adopted by the wisdom or 
the former Government. f It .was a necessaiy 
consequence, l^oth of tlieir recent “arrival in a 
new country f and of the vigilant control whicJi 
was then .obviously* indispensable, that tlieir 

t 1 , 

maintenance should be provided for directly 
by Government, and tjie whole detail of their 
establishment should be conducted « under its 

t r 

immediate orders. I have-not understood, 

c * • 

however, that this arrangement has ever been 
considered as permanent, and I liaVe reason 
to believe that a ehahge of plan has been in 
contemplation, similhr in principle, if t not en- 
tirely equal in extent, to the "propositions which 
I shall submit to the Council ’with the more 
confidence as I find them sanctioned At le*ast 
in part by opinion^ of-' so much authority as 
those to which I allude.' . « 

It may be convenient to begin “by fixing 
the general qirjivnple by -which the treatment 
of the Mysore* families ought to be governed. 
We shall by that lheAlis acquire a guide, both 
in the choice of systems, and in adjusting the 
particulars of the plan. • 

c * By the fa'll of Sermgapatam, fend the death 
of Ti'pjpoo Stilt, an, the usurpation of Hyder 
Ally, and the power of the Dynasty which he 




•founded, was totally aryl finally overthrown. 
In consequence jof that event, a considerable 
portion of t^ie ancient Territqry of Mysore was 
restored to the representative o*£ its ’legitimate 
sovereign. * The conquered family of Hyder 
and Tippoo, fyy falling undfer the absolute 
power, came • for Jthat t,ery reason under the. 
protection^ of thb Conqueror, and found them- 
selves, T>y the civilized spirit of European 
warfare, and by- the peculiar character rtf the 
European, enemy. who had subdued them, 
entitled t<» tli^ tifnder.amd liberal treatment 
which *thqy have in leality experienced. . No 
countenance could, be given by any circum- 
stance of. our demeanour towards them to any 
claim they might still harbour to tike dominions 
of Tippoo, and a restraint of their persons, 
together with a strict observation of their 

• a i 

conduct, was obviously necessary in the early 
period, and in the first circumstances of their 
captivity. But, consistently with these objects, 
they were felt by the generous character of 
our country, to be persons entitled to all* the • 
consideration which belongs to illustrious birth, 
and to the. tendeniestfwific.h is dup*to misfo&- 

• i ( « • 

tune, espeeiftlly in a. vanquished enemy. . 

These sentiments, therefore, becanfe the 
basis of our conduct towards the ‘family . of 
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Tippoo, and prevailed in the arrangement- 
adopted for their support as far as prudence 
would permit. , , ■' 

We have to ,#nqu\re, therefore , what change 
in these prinbiples, the events of Vellore, and 
the transplantation of this family to Bengal, 
should induce- ' , ’ 

I confess, that to me, the principle appears 
to remain the same, and 'that a change only 
in some particidars of the arrangement is ten- 
dered advisable by the neyo occurrences just 
adverted to. s„.. ' ' • 

It, still becomes ns to show as much generosity 
towards these families as ,is consistent. <■ with 
public security under present . circumstances, 
and these I think will be founds on considera- 
tion, rather to admit .of relaxation than to 
require an augmentation of restraint. 

We could not,,at any time propose ,to pur- 
chase the friendly mind of this family by any 
liberality we showed them. It was contrary 
to nature that they should conceive affection 
or 'attachment towards the immediate authors 
of sucji calamities as had fallen upon their 
house, or L that Jhey shohld, in their hearts, re- 
nounce the pretensions to their Father’s Crown, 
which they had been taught, and accustomed 
from theii- infancy, to consider as their in- 
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• heritance. It was with this knowledge that we 
« determined to treat tJiQtn in their misfortunes 
with liberality and . kindness . Feeling our- 

selves at liberty to take <jur Own precautions 
against their natural epraity t© the British 
power, we never reckoned on th*eir friendly 
dispositions as Stqy part of our security. 

• Consistently* with these considerations, it 
appears to me thaUthe insurrection at Vellore, 
so* far as it is Jto be ascribed to the agency of 
this faulty, or any member of it, may have 
afforded perhaps* a cqpfirmation of, but has 
made* mi real change ifi^ the. sentiments w r hicli 
were siiready entertained concerning their dis- 
position^ at tlip very time when liberality was 
adopted as the fit principle of qur behaviour 
towards them. 

The question that remains is, what limitation 
of thyt, generosity ‘prudence requites in the 
present circumstances ? 

Much, in my opinion, has IJSen done towards 
security by the removqj of these families from 
the Coast to Bengal. They are withdrawn 
from the sphere of their natural influence, and 
are transferred to d country iq <which they 
cannot coitnt one partizan, or oqe public, friend, 
but in which they are subject* to the dose and* 
constant observation of Government itself, 
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surrounded by all the means of vigilance- and 
control which are possessed at the seat of 
authority. # , .* 

For these reasons, I am mystelf satisfied 

r * ’ # 

that personal * restraint may be not* oidy di- 
minished,* but in* a great degree, and subject 
to some exceptions, safely wjriidisuwn ; and I 
am strongly confirmed In this opinion by the 
reflection* that, if serious e,vil ^is to be ‘appre- 
hended, either from their escape, or frdm 
intrigue during their residue o in # liengal, 
neither of those dangers are at. all. obviated 
by any l^straint vjhiclj barf been hitherto* esta- 
blished, or which could be\ proposed * under 
any practicable system of management. 

My first proposition then is, t/njt, subject to 
modifications and exceptions which 1 shall 
notice hereafter , a fitted allowance be settled on 
each of th4 Princes^ which 'is to defray jil\ their 
expenses of every description , under their own 
management, an>l in any residence approved by 
Government which ttfey r may choose to provide 
for themselves in Calcutta, or its immediate 
vicinity.

their Families, or any unforeseen changes that 
’ may fall upon them. • 

That the allowajice* is to he considered as 
their Estate, for ' the deficiencies , of which 
Gox'ermnejit will not provide aui£ more than it 
does in the case of other individuals, and which 
will not, he diminished, except in case of mis- 
conduct or abuse.* .• • * 

• • • * 

It npust *be expressed, also very explicitly, 
that the settlement is made "only for the lives 
of the present Princes respectively, and that 
on their decease, TSoveijimefit reserves to itself 
the right 'of '■oysidenn^ anew the nature and 
amoun£ of Jhe provision *to he madt* for their 
descendants and families. • 

I should ndw wish to consider the advan- 
tage's and disadvantages of this plair, compared 
with the present systetoi* 

First, with a viev'* to tlje comfort of the 
Princes Jlnd their families.—* 

On this point it is perfectly isaertained, and 
indeed,.it is impossible tlifit it should be other- 
wise, that the prineipal*grfevanoe of tjieir pre- 
sent condition, or to speak more adequately of 
it, the principal source, of their present un- 
happiness is,' the humjfiatioit of having the 
interior management of their •domestic life, 
with all its details, withdrawn from their own 
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charge, and placed in that of strangdrs. I 
shall not enlarge on < this topic, because no 
doubt attends it. * , 

The present proposition, as it affects them, 
is to discharge thdm from confinement into 
houses of. their own, And to convert them from 
state prisoners into heads of families. If this 
can be done with safety we ‘shall* no doubt be 
happy in the opportunity of conferring, so sub- 
stantial a benefit and so grekt a consolation 
on these objects of national liberality and 
kindness. I shall' consider therefore,* •« 
Secondly, the question of security. 

In ‘Bengal, the Mysore Princes .possess un- 
dotibtedly no present power to hurt us. 

They must either create it by intrigue, or 
escape to some other country, where they may 
be supposed to possess & « 

Intrigup, by tpe conynunication of their 
own emissaries with other men, or* by their 
own personal* communication with the emissa- 
ries of others, is as practicable at their present 
residence of Russipugiah, and must always 
remain so, under any management, short of 
absolute imprisonment, which neither has been 
* a Or can be proposed, as in a private house at* 
Calcutta. . It if? true tlifit they Art*, now attended 

by a certain number of Police Officers, which 
J • . 
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breates, no doubt, a difficulty in the way of 
such- practices ; but as it does not present 
insurmountable obstacles, the only difference 

is to the PrincSs, And not to us, for the evil, 

• • 

so far as regards us, may be incurred with 
equal ceftaihty in one case as. in the other, 
and it would Qiily cost the Princ<?s*a trouble- 
some precaution or two more at Hussipuglah 
than at Calcutta. '* •’ 



Tf it fs "said tli^t they arp now under the 
care and superintendence of Lieut.-Colonel 
Richardson, and the Magistrate of .the 24 
Pergunnyhs,. I ^mswtfr, that I propose they 

should continut* so. t •

JJu <• with whoifl, and for what object is the 
intrigue to be conducted ? what inducements 
have they to propose to partizans ? and how 
are .they to conceal^ under the very eye of 

Government, ‘such "indications of extensive 

• • * 

designs jand none others ait? worthy of notice) 
as the smallest degree of success must jneces- 
sarily present to a vigilant irifjpection ? 

Tlie*se objections are 'equally applicable tt> 
the case of escape. 



They might escape now, if they had a strong 
motive to attempt it, with a fern preparatory 
’ measures^attended perhaps with a little trouWe, 
but no difficulty. Buf to what region of tin* 
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world would they escape ? In every pprt of 
Mysore, supposing all the difficulties of a 
flight from Bengal to .that distant point sur- 
mounted, they must find. 1 themselves in an 
enemy’s country, and must be prisoners again, 
before they could occupy friendty ground 
enough to erect their standard upon. 

None of the Native Princes of India have 
any common interest with them, or any desire 
for the restoration of Hyde r ’s kingdom! 

Which of them will embark their own for- 
tune in *30 desperate an adventure ? 

To these arguments of security against 
their escape, or any danger to be apprehended 
from it if accomplished, we must add a con- 
sideration very powerful with them, I mean 
the necessity of deserting in such a case the,ir 
women and' families, who could not accom- 
pany* their flight, and abandoning them to 
the severity and disgrace' which they 1 would 
imagine likely to be the consequence of such 
a step. * 

* If events in India should produce any alter- 
ation in these views, it would then rest with 
Government to adopt their measures to the 
occasion ; bi t, under the pi esent circumstances, 
I ‘'confess I see nt> danger from a relaxation in 
ihe personal restraints bf the Mysore Princes. 
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I would next try the measure on the foot- 
ing of economy* and convenience. 

The comparative Estimate, /narked A, an- 
nexed to jthie minute, will shdw a saving in 
annual expenditure of Siccs^ Rs. .30,892 in 
favour of the nejr plan ; although I have been 
induced by considerations, which* I shall after- 
wards qxplain, to propose in that p^an some 
augmentation tot lie present allowances.. The 
saving w'hieli results from this estimate is not 
fallacious* for it 5? exclusive of one branch of 
the present ex’pejiditi/re^the amount of which 
cannot Jj<? correctly ascertained, although it is 
known to be* vefy considerable indeed,— I 
mean the incidental charges of all kinds, in- 
cluding repairs of building, furniturfi, &,c., and 
a multitude of more imnu^e particulars, wd/ich 
can neither be computed nof controlled ; and 
if that* hbad of the present expenditure be 
taken into account, at the most, moderate esti- 
mate which has been suggested to me, the . 
balance in favour of tlfe plan now proposed 
■will not fall below a lac of rupees per annum. 

It is a great advantage of the^ proposed 
plan, in point* of economy as Iwell as conve-* 
nience, that the whole charge is "reduced to a 
certain invariable amount, and that no room is 
left to the very brtrthensome consequences. 
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either of abuse or negligence, in conducting 
the domestic economy of so large a com- 
munity. 

Another advantage resulting from this plan 
is, that flie advance of a very considerable 
capital, which must have been expended in 
the purchase of ground abd tjie construction 
of very extensive buildings, will be precluded. 
The probable amount of this will appear, in 
the annexed papers. 

The frequent alteration which must have 
been made in the allowances to be allotted to 
each family on the former principle, so as to 
meet the varying circumstances of increase 
or diminution in its numbers, marriages, births, 
funerals, and other domestic occurrences, is 
an inconvenience fnofn'Vhich the new plan is 
entirely exempted; and Government, as well 
as the gentlemen more immediately employed, 
will be relieved from the constant and vexa- 
tious discontents, jealousies, complaints, and 
discussions which the former system was cal- 
culated to produce, and of which there has 

already, iis this short period, been such ample 
• 9 t 

Experience. • , 

It cannot but be hit, the. bare statement of 
the proposition, that to retain twelve, families 
composed at present of upwards of 300 per- 
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* sons, and subject to the natural growth of 
all societies, especially* when favoured by po- 
lygamy, and an unlimited number of females, — 
to retain, J ,^ay, a multitude ia the' condition, 
and to provide for them on the footing, of state 
prisoners of rank, must be an undertaking of 
such difficulty, complexity, and embarrass- 
ment, as, ti\ become in the end impracticable. 

The whole of tllese embarrassments are re- 
moved by the “plan 1 have now the hoflour to 
recommend. •• * » 

My ne'xt jVopositioiwrelates to the amount 
of allowances. . • , 

While* Government was itself to provide, for 
the maintenance of thg families, and to direct 
the expenditure, the principle adapted of regu- 
lating the ameymt of &lq1i allowance, according 
to the respective numbers and condition of the 
members composing the families, w r as the only 
one which could with propriety be resorted to ; 
but on the new proposition of committing the 
allowance to the direction of each, family 
for itself, it appears to me every way more 
just and convenient to recur to the .principle 
formerly established at ‘Vellore, mean that 
of classes, — allytting different, allowances, on 
proper grounds of discrimination, * to each 
class, but assigning the same allowance to 
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each member of the sapae class. The different 
circumstances of the families comprised within 
the same classes will, no doubt, r make the 
smaller mdre affluent than the more numer- 
ous; but thit4 difference must be perpetually 
varying; it ^ is an advantage o^, disadvantage, 
depending very much, bn jheir olvn choice or 
discretion. They will, in this ' respept, stand 
precisely r on the same footing with every other 
head of a family who has a fixed income. A 
bachelor will always find himself more affluent 
on the same fortune thr u a father of ‘a family, 

and the husband of one' wife with 4ew children 

• • * • . 

will be richer than the father of .fifty children 
by as many mothers; provided -the allowance 
be sufficient for the largest establishment ac- 
cording to the rank of s th£ person at the head 
of it,‘ he has no right* to complain of the acci- 
dental, anfd probably temporary, advantage 
enjoyed by others whose establishments hap- 
pen to be smaller. 

The inequality in* the provision made for 
tjie different families, which I now propose to 
remove as far as the case admits, has been in 

* t* 

reality another, p.nd I may say the second, 
principal sourcqof discontent' and heartburning 
in these ‘societies. 

The classes formerly established seem to me 
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to havp been well considered, and to have 
•been founded on the mpst rational, as well as 
most liberal, considerations; regard was had 
to the rank, and birth* of all in the provisions 
assigned to them, but the •difference in their 
habits was also attended tp. It wag $ reason- 
able and considerate distinction, which was 
made in favor o£ *tl\pse' ,who had* already en- 
joyed splefidour'and distinction, and to whom 
every descent front their fcfrmer condition 
might be supposed to add a sense of degrada- 
tion to the diminution of fortune. Those who 
• • 

had not quitted, th£ retired and comparatively 
plain and frugal life of the»Zenana had not*this 
sentiment, to aggravate their new condition, 
and* have, been .reared iy . the knowledge of, 
and. with a perfect preparation foi», the lot 
which dias been assigned to them. In the de- 
sire of improving their, situations, they claim, 
indeed, ^inequality with their «lder brothers in 
attaining manhood, ajid allege that, being ‘the 
sons of the same father, they arfi degraded by 
every mark of inferiority to them. B^ifr this 
is an argument that would equally serve ev*ery 
younger brother m England who is die eon of 

the same father with his *elden brother, and , 
• . • • 

who, nevertheless, protests in vain* on the plea 
of degradation, against the law 'of primogeni- 
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ture. That the Princes of the first claps were 
bom earlier than those of the second does not, 
indeed, constitute a * personal merit in the 
former, but .may yet,, without injustice, as we 
see in Europe, be made the foundation of ine- 
quality jn the distribution of fortune. I do 
not believe, indeed, that the principle of equa- 
lity in the fortune or,, treatment v>f all the sons 
of the same father, is by any means established 
in the practice' of Mussulman families, and 
especially in those of sovereign or high rimk. 
The distinction lietween t lie-third class and the,

second is only temporary, Imt during its period 
is founded on natural fitness and convenience.

The establishment for children and .minors is, 
and must be, in all, countries of the world, 
more limited than that of persons wfio have 
attained the age of magjiood, when that natural 
distinction ceases.’ The third class will be 
placed *on the same footing with th€^ second, 
although it may be worthy of consideration 
whether the period of minority may not be 
properly extended- somewhat beyond the very 
eariy age at which it terminates in these 
countries-

I am mduaed tct propose some additions to 
the • present, allowances,- for the following 
reasons : — 
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. • lstly. A more exact economy may be sup- 
posed to prevail ^under the prudent and atten- 
tive control pi' the gentlemen who »ow preside 
over the affairs of these families than can be

4thly. # 1 really think that the.present amount 

of allowances to the .sons of Tipjjoo, in ’all 
cases except that of Futteh Hyder, falls some- 
what short of the general*principle of fy And 
becoming liberality applicable to this occaskfn*, 
as it has been described in the earl^ part of 
this Minute. Some reduction ®f the allow- 
ances first establish (3d at Vellore. I entirely 
approve of, because those allowances afforded 
the means of accumulation, which might be 
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applied to improper purposes, or might at least, 
suggest designs of a nature troublesome to us, 
and probably fatal to .themselves. But the 
former allowance of the first class will, accord- 
ing to my proposition, suffer an abatement of 
two-fifths,. and, after that, retrenchment cannot 
by any management, besides supplying the 
indispensable demands of a family, furnish any 
dangerous resources. But. to preclude the 
possibility of this, and for the purpose of 
avoiding an inconvenience of a directly oppo- 
site nature — 1 mean* the contracting of debts 
— I., shaft propose some subordinate regulations 
calculated to prevent these evils. I : propose 
that Lieut.-Colonol Richardson, besides "the 
habitual inspection and observation of their 
conduct, should be so far charged also with 
the superintendence of their interior economy 
as to receive from them periodical accounts, 
under general heads, of their expenditure, with 
the power of calling for the vouchers when 
the occasion may seem to him to require it. 
The points to which his attention will be di- 
rected must be both whether the expenditure 
is too si(i^ll, p,nd whether it ig too great. In 
the first case, the notice of Government will 
be called to any indication of such accumula- 
tion as the public can have a possible interest 
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in. Ift the second, provision will be mad< 
out of the subsequent* month’s or quarter'* 
allowance for dischargiAg any arrears incurred 
by excess of expense* in the former ; and th« 
knowledge of this, on the*part»of the families 
themselves, will, no doubt, serve $o. give an 
early check to iriegular or prodigal dispositions, 
while a steady ex^utian of this wholesome 
regulation vfill prevent the growth of debt to 
any inconvenient amount. * 

The provision I propose for the second'class, 
though it* will bear a higher proportion to the 
first than *at Ve}lore. (foes not appear to me 
more than equal to , the Establishment which is 
suitable to the . rank of the persons concerned • 

I have $aid* that these propositions were 
tendered .under some exceptions* and modi- 
fications. . £ . 

The first exception* is *Mpzezoodeen. *No 
part of this plan is intended to include him ; 
and 1 shall take, tin? liberty, on 9, subsequent 
day, to .bring forward a distinfct. and separate 
proposition for him and ids* family. # . 

The modification of the liberty proposed* to 
be given to th^ Mysore Princes is ^n the case 
of Futteh Hyder. The ‘part •heJias acted in 
the world, and tl\e ‘habits of command he had 
acquired, may be supposed to % leave his mind 
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more accessible to the suggestions of ambi- 
tion, and more easily attracted by projects of 
enterprise than his brothers. On this account 
I would propose that a more active vigilance 
be exercised over 'him, and for that purpose, 
that a small' Police Establishment, to be con-

Mr. Blaquieve, should, be stationed at his house, 
with such powers and instructions qs may be 
hereafter approved. 

A fcecond modification may be found ad- 
visable, if not necessary, in the case of the

It may be 
thought, on further consideration, impossible 
to commit the management ( >f the allowances 



intended for those families to the mothers, 



placed, as they would br, in separate' resi- 
dences, without the protection or control of 
any male' relative. 1 understand that some 
disorder and inconvenience prejudicial to the 
interests of the? children, and perhaps to the 
reputation of the families, might be appre- 
hended from this state of things ; I may, 
therefore, have occasion to propose some 
provision for obviating this difficulty when, 
further progress is made in adjusting the details 
of the plan ; but, in the meantime, while I am 
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enabled to say that any variation to be occa- 
sioned by these considerations will not add to 
the total amount of annual expenditure con- 
tained in the annexecf estimate. * .

4. On reference to the documents of this

the British Government, for Gholaum Ma- 
homed, previous to his marriage, was 1,660 
Rupees per* month for his maintehance/ and 
that of his ojvn mother, two step«methers, and 
ten Khowases, -who" accompanied the family 
from Mys&re ; since tins period his family has 
been increased by nine children, so that out 
of his allowance of 1 ,500 Rupees* 250. Rupees 
is, and must be allowed by him, to his mother, 
150 Rupees to his second mother, and 80 
Rupees to the third 200 Rupees, be states, 
necessary for the education and maintenance 
of his four sous, and 50 Rupees for ea^h of his

the principles laid down in the Minute of 
the late Governor-General, Lord Minte. It 
is evident^, you must have* overlooked that- 
document, by. which the stipends for those 
Princes were fixed at a pertain invariable 

amount, so that, as- stated therein, no room

1 have the honor to acknowjedge.tlje receipt 
of your letter <jf the 18th of December last, 
and to request that yoji will submit to the

• forced on me by the several members of the 
fanr’ly of the l^te : Prince fmttah Hyder on the 
contents pi it being communicated to them. 

Between the periods at which the stipends 
of ‘the Mysore. Princes jvere originally fixed, 
and njy assuming the office of Superinten- 
dent,* so many^ deviations had taken place 
from the principles of.Lor*d*Minto’s Minutes, 
that i^na longer was considered eithdt by tlie 
Princes, or Superintendents, as .the ground 
of their pecuniary arrangements : it was in 
this view of the case apparently, that Lieute- 
nant-Colonel White’s letter of the 5th De- 
cember, 1819, and Captain Cobb's idd^ess of 
the 29th April, 1 820,' were written; and on re- 
ceipt, however, of your letter of thp 4th August 
last, l deemed it my duty *to make the’ Pfcinces 
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and their families fully acquainted wjjth the 
rules which were in future to be strictly ad- * 
hered to, as the principle pf qvery settlement 
of stipend, ^iz., that thfe allowances, as now 
fixed, were to statftl in lieu of e\;ery provision 
whatsoever for, their maintenance, and to 
defray the expences of everp kind without 
exception, including. house*reut, or purchase 
*of houses, furniture, medical* assistance, &c., 

c c * c 

incidental chafges of all 'description whatso- 
ever ; that no addition wa$, to he made, nor 
any reduction ou account, of any change in 
the members composing tine families, by mar- 
riages, births, deaths; or btherwise, on account 
of any other circumstances. Under' the im- 
pression created by tliis declaration, the 
Princes liave been naturally led' to cpnsidcr 
the stipends of each ljouse as an estate to be 
divided amougst -the members of the family 
in such f portions as Government may direct ; 
and that as„the members of the more numer- 
ous family will receive a smaller stipend as 
their, dividend, they jvill also derive any ad- 
vantage which may accrue from the deaths of 
any of thfcir members. The family of Futtah 
, Hyder Ka^e solicited me to bring under the 
notice of Government *their hopes, that the 
principle which is declared in the fourth

paragraph of Mr. Metcalfe’s letter of the 30th 
May, i§20, operating ^to tbeir disadvantage, 
in restricting them to stipends inferior to 
those received by most of the ojhfr grand-sons 
of Tippoe Sultan, will nof be ‘departed from 
in the present instance, Where it tends, in a 
small degree, fo$ their benefit. I have not felt 
myself justified li\« withholding* the subject 
from h^s Jl,or % dsliip in Council, and I tjust that 
I shall be pardoned for observing, that any 
deviation from the principles of Lord Miato’s 
Minute flow permitted, will render it extremely 
difficult to again rhvprt ?o a rule which seems 
well calculated to. relieve Govern lhent from 
unavailing applications, and to meet Its 
wishes by. providing for the comfort and 
respectability of the Princes and their families, 
if oflee considered £that an income will 
neither, receive increase, rfor be diminished 
by any addition to, or decrease of, the mem- 
bers of the family for which it is to provide. 

I am of opinion that it .would much tend to - 
check the propensity to* matrimony heretofore 
shewn, and in any future cases death, it 
would become dhe duty of those who benefit 
.by tiie event,* to provide for Tthts interment, 
fatiahs, th^ Superintendent, unfier the 
sanction of Government, dividing the lapsed 
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portion of the income amongst thesufviviag 
members. Should my view of the ca^ not be * 
concurred in by bis Lordship in Council, I 
trust that ^ shall be ‘pai&oned for having 
urged it thus* strongly, but I am extremely 
desirous*, as w^ll for my own sake as that of 
the Princes, that rules for my guidance should 
be positive.- If, however, it should be the 
pleasure of Government that 'that portion of 
Futtah Hyder’s stipend, hitherto enjoyed by 
the* Begum, his mother, should cease, I beg to 
observe that a reference to Colonel Hawkins’s 
letter of the 2-lth August, 1815, to Mr. Monck- 
ton’s address, will show that the 250 Rupees 
were allowed for the maintenance of the 
Begum and seven women attached to her 
person, the latter are at present destitute.

I have, the honor to transmit to you the 
enclosed despatch from the Prince Gholaum 
Mahomed, dated yesterday, representing the 
circumstances of amatrocious fi and practised 
by a'Mahajun yi the Barra Bazar of Calcutta, ' 
named Gunga Doss, towards him op the 20th . 
ultimo. . , 

Having majle the most strict enquiry into 
the business, I find the Pince’s statement 
of the transaction to he corrpct, and that he 

i i 

did, with his own hand, in his house at 
Russapuglah, pay to .Gunga Doss tW sum 
stated, and for wjiich Tie holds a receipt. It ap- 
pears that the Fyince did not wish to trust his 
own servants w ith so large a sum of money, 
he therefore* paid it himself to Gunga Doss, 
under promise that ( the jewels would be de- 
livered np to tw r o of the Prince’s servants, who 
was to accompany him to Calcutta, to receive 
charge of Jhem ; but Gutyga Doss contrived 
to make his escape, * and has not since been 
met ’with. Finding that the offender had de- 
camped with the Princeis jewels, I applied to 




the Magistrates of this city* for their assis-* 
tance iir recovering tlie»propcrty, but they ap- 
peared to doubt tlifeir authority to act upon 
the matter, at the same time they informed me 
that Gunga Doss was reported "td have fled to 
Scrampore. I am therefore induced to request 
that you will pldise to submit the chse to Go- 
vernment, and to 'obtain ‘such orders' as may 
he deemed necessary, and perhaps its interfer- 
ence* with the local authority at Serampore, 
for the apprehension of Gunga Doss and the 
recovery of jewelTrt*y as exhibited in the lists, 
which are stated* l)y*4he*Prince and others to

he worth* upwards *of 10,000 Rupees. 

Jhe PHnce’s general character and conduct 
have beOU, as>, mentioned* to me by my prede- 
cessor, "extxei n ely exemplary in every respect, 
and continues so uniformly correct, that l am 
induced to request thaft you’.will be phased to 
bring* it to the favourable flotice of Govern- 
ment, and to obtain* for him the* advance of 
4,000 Rupees, the amount lie was compelled 
to borrow from anothef Mahjfjnn to : ^deepi 
his jewels from Gunga Doss, and for* which he 
will now be inuelyumoyed and troubled, hav- 
ing nothing’to'oflir thyp Maliajun fes security. 

It is injustice to the. Prince *here fp add. 
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for the information of His Lordship in Coun* # 
oil, that he was competed to contract the debt 
in Which he is involved,* to » defray the ex- 
pences of .marriages and funeral in *his family 
and other unavoidable charges, and 'not from 
the least 'disposition 'to extravagance. 1 there- 
fore trust that these circumstances will weigh 
in the consideration' of His Excellency the 

Vice-President in Council, and that the result

may be the enunciation of an order granting 
the Prince the aid, by Company's law officers, 
if necessary, for the recovery of his jewels 
and the loan of l,0t)6 Rupees, to be paid by 
monthly installments not exceeding *3{>0 Ru- 
pees.

It is a ''proud distinction * of the British 
Government, that it is accessible to the ap- 
peals o f its dependants feeling themselves 
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aggrieved by a failure of that liberal justice 
which istits characteristic. Yeur Memorialist, 
therefore, considering . himself to be in that 
predicament, intrudes himself an the notice 
of your Honorable Court. 

2. In 1807 your Governor-General in 

Council, Lord Min to, fixed the ruleS for regu- 
lating the allowance to* the family of your 
Memorialist’s Jfalher,. Tippoo Sultan, .placed 
by. the fate of war at the disposal of the 
British Government. By these rules each of 
the Princes of the’third class (to which your 
Memorialist belonged), was to be raised to the 
grade o£ the ‘second class ; that is, were fo 
rece.ive (2’, 000* Rupees) two thousand Ru- 
pees monthly, on reaching the age of fifteen 
years. Winch your Memorialist attained in 
March, 1810. • + •*. 

• * ♦ 

3. These rules wefie (on the 23rd July, 

1807) ‘communicated to » the" officer superin- 
tending the affairs of the Mysore Princes, 
and it was their duty to have adjusted their 
allowances in obedience thereto. Bftt.by 
inadvertence the rules were neglected ; thus 
it was. that you»*M emorialist’s allowance Was 
only raised from 1,000, Rupees tol 1,500 Ru- 
pees per mensem, from the begkmthg ofJ814, 
whereas . it ought to have been in crease d 
to 2,000 Rupees in ifrarch, 1810. 
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4. Owing to the small allowance, and large 
family of your emtrialist, he suffered with 
them much privation, aijd became involved. 
His distresses were often urged by him to 
the superintending officers, and by them 
brought? t*> the notice of Government. Thus, 
in particular, on the 4th J antiary, 1821, Major 
Gilbert forwarded your: Memorialist’s repre- 
sentation of the 6th August, 1820, <and re- 
commended for him an augmentation of 500 
Rupees monthly. 

5. The Government, on the 4th Adgust, 
1821, replying to this (and to another letter 
from Major Gilbert, to jour Memorialist, 
irrelevant.) noticed the Resolutions of 1807, 
and informed Major' Gilbert, that yotir Memo- 
rialist, as well as the other Princes of the 
th|rd grade, were ' entitled to be placed on 
equality- with those o' the second ; and the 
arrangements which would be made to raise 
theit allowances would be communicated 
hereafter. 

6. * On tlib 4th November, 1821, Major 
Hnthwaite (who had succeeded Major Gil- 
bert)*again brought your Memorialist’^ case 
under the ^notice of Government, which, on 
the 31 st July? 1823, again recognizing his 
c.lai p u nder the Resolutions of 1807, intimat- 
ed its intention to sanction the increase on 
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■ receipt of a more detailed report as to the 
circumstances and embwrasspients of your 
Memorialist and feis brothers/ 

7. That ‘report was made by .Major Huth- 
vvaite on the 27th August, f823, and on the 
15th October, 1824, Government decided that 
your Memorialist should receive the benefit 
of the Rules of 1 80 7j but. with retrospect to 
November* 1822, 'only. The facts, thaj; your 

. Memorialist had long before attained man- 
hood, and bis distress had been before made 
'known to Government, wei* 1 unfortunately 
overlooked.* * • * ** 

8. Soon as your I\lemorlalist*had dis- 

covered that he Jiad not received his full right 
under the* [Resolutions of* 1807, he lost no 
lime in asserting his just claim. This»he has 
frequently urged, but jhnfertuuately without 
any eilect. ; 

9. At length, on the 1st Jdfhuary last, your 
Memorialist troubled Lord William* Bentinck 
with a Memorial on the subject. His Lord- 
ship referred it to the Council, v\4iich, oxf the 
18th March last, was pleased to decide that 
your Memorialist was, not entitled to ’any 
augmentation'of’his allowance, on t|ic ground 
that the period from tvhich. the augwientajion 
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was to commence had been definitely settled 
at the time it whs granted. s 

10. On this your Memorialist respectfully 
submits .that 'his claim is not for augmen- 
tation, but the arrears, which he considers his 
just dife; under the Rules of 1807, and to 
which he feels certain the Government would 
have held him to be entHled, had all the cir- 
cumstances been fully considered. , 

n. Your Memorialist respectfully submits 
that the Government, in according his prayer, 
could only be considered* as making over to 
him a deposit, whiclf in justice must he re- 
garded as having accumulated -in its hands 
for his use, under the Resolutions quoted ; and 
your Memorialist isf not aware of .any circum- 
stances' which repel or diminish his dull and 
just claim. - -> 

12. • - It cannot be .said, that on occasion of 
family events involving expence, he lias re- 
ceived any gratuities to obviate the payment 
of which the graduated increase was provided. 
lf.it be so, let the amount be set off: even the 
inconsiderable sum which had been paid by 
Government for your Memorialist's guard has 
been by hmr refunded- 

13. ‘ lt‘carmot be said, that any misconduct 
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or imprudence on the part of a T our Memoria- 
list has vitiated his claiftl. \L does not ap- 
pear that Jhe Resolutions attach any such 
defeating condition ; or if # tliey did, it has 
been his good 'fortune to have obtained for his 
conduct the approbation of die officers in 
charge. • 

14. Nor can it lie! said* that the period for 
the commencement qf the regulated increase 

• was discretionary for* the letter of the 23rd 
July, 18^)7, the superintending officer's, is 
distinct ami explicit,* that ea£h Prince t>f the 
third class shall* rdceivq flj allowance.of 2,000 
Rupees monthly, fnfm the date of his attain- 
ing die age’of tifteen years, and such increase 
was provided# in lieu oT other occasional 
grants, wlfieh domestic events woufd* other- 
wise have constantly rendered necessary, and 
for which frequent appeals would have been 
made. 

15. Your Memorialist tint her .respectfully 
submits, that his claim repelves strength from 
the fact, that of the amount oT allowances, 
receivable by the families of his grand-father 
and father, under Lord JVlorqington’s' in- 
structions of the 4tli, and treaty bf’the 22nd 
June, 1799, 4 very large part is nbt "disbursed. 

16. Under these circumstances, yourJJtlft* 
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. inorialist ventres to hope that your Honor-, 
able Court, on consideration of the tacts, and 
circumstances above set forth, will be pleased 
to recognize his right to the benefit of the 
Resolutions of 1807, from March 1810, axld 
to direct your Governor-General in Council 
to adjust the claim now brought to the notice 
of your Honorable Court, which thereby will 
justly fectify an obvious oversight * 

17. In conclusion, ybur' Memorialist will 
* only add, that were he an isolated individual 
he might prefer sihmee rather than impor- 
tune your Honorable Court with his just 
demand, but he is surrounded with ,many 
married and marriageable descendants, for 
whom he feels more solicitude than for him- 
self. By the Resolutions of 1807, ‘they, as 
well as himself, aie barred from preferring any 
appeal* ’to the k generosity of Government, 
which the t urgency of their wants may dic- 
tate. He trusts, therefore, that he is not un- 
reasonable in expecting the full measure of 
•the benefits of those Resolutions, the grant of 
which is the declared ground of their exclu- 
sion from such resource, nor' fiver-sanguine in 
his relianch that yoifr Honorable Court, gener- 
ously considering his dependant state, will 
jfdrfiy award your Memorialist, a fund which 
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alone can avert from his descendants much 
suffering, and from his* declaring years severe 
cmbittern\ent. • > .

I have had the honor to receive two letters 
from you, dated the 18th instant, on the sub- 
ject of refunds which you require from the 
sums recently paid by you on account of the 
accumulation of the arrears of allowances 
due to me, and my late brother Prince 800- 
rooroodcen. Your letter has anticipated a 
communication which I' was writing on the 
subject of the insufficiency of there payments, 
to satisfy the claims of nyyself,* and 'represen- 
tatives of mv late brother, under the’Resolu- 
tions of Lord Miuto, passed in 1807, and 1 
believe also the n-ore recent resolutions of 
the Honorable tlte (jyirt of Directors. By 
the annexed calculations, itaippears that after 
deducting fhe payments lately made there 
remains on account of principal alone, the 
sum 'of Sa. Its. 36,000 in my favor, aud 
more than that in favor of my late brother. 
If the payments be mentione&on the result of 
any computation, I request the favor of youn 
communicating the particulars, that I may be 
able, to point out the oversight wliicb l have 
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nfc doubt has been committed. The refund 
from the representative!* of my brother has 
been made, and*it wopld be*my duty, imme- 
diately, to make up that required by me, but 
it is not at this moment in my power, for I 
have purchased a house in Calcutta with the 
money received. I, however, confidently trust, 
that on further consideration, the Supreme 
Government will not only abandon this claim - 
etlrefund, both a# regards myself and brothers’ 
estate, but authorize to me and his represen- 
tatives those payments which would put us 

in that state in which we should have been, 

• • • • 

had ijo4 tlie Hesolutions of Lord Minto been 
overlooked to * our .prejudice. During the 
receipt of shotf allowances, we were compelled 
to borrow- at high interest, and ha&’our regUr 
lated stipend been paid ip full, I and my 
brothers' representativC^would be in.posses- 
siou of accuumlations by interest exceeding 
the claims now preferred; I respectfully sub- 
mit, therefore, that the monthly sums short 
paid to us ought to be ‘considered as dfpnd 
which has • accumulated at interest in the 
Treasury for ou**beuefit, and that the acfcpuut 
should be madb up on^tkat footing. One in- 
stance is sufficient* to illustrate the low and 
distress suffered by us from straightened 
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means, fn 18&1, when the public buildings 
at Allipore were for sale, I solicited an advance 
of 8,000 Rupees to purchase ; 'this was refused* 
and the same building was sold, three years after, 
at auction, for a smn less than ihat which I 
would have willingly, given. On the subject 
of the refunds, I further respectfully submit, 
that the guards weie pa* t of the Superinten- 
dent’s establishment, and that, jnyobably, when 
the expenditure on account of the houses was 
made, the liberality of the Government did not 
contemplate any reclamation. As to the claim 
of 8,0(0 Rupees in particular, expended on 
the funeral of my brother, I w on'kLremark 
that his death was immediately followed by 
a reduction of more than one,- fourth of his 
allowance/ consequently this particular item 
might be justly regarded as a charge on this 
saving- - In conelusio/u l beg on the part of 
myself and the representatives of my brother, 
to disclaim jail desire to enter into any dis- 
cussion as to the items of refund, claimed.

As this sum was con- 
sideratdy lqss. than*" th&t^due for principal 
alone, your Memorialist w»s abopt to. address 
the Superintendent on the subject, when ho 
received a * lettfrr^ (dated 18th January,) in 
which he reqiiiwed your Memorialist to refund 
the sum Of Sicca Rupees 9,255, forthe items 
mentioned in the margin*, disbursed many 
years ago, on account of'your *M emorialist. 

3. To his reply of the 24th # January, 
your Memorialist anne'xed the subjoined cal- 
culation, which shewed tllq. total principal 
of the arrears to he Sicca ftupees 91,500, and, • 
consequently, a balance in favor of your Me- 
morialist, Sicca R.Hpees'36,000. l^our Memo- 
rialist at the same time, requested, .that if the 
sum paid, wqre the result of any cafciflafion, 
the particulars thereof might be communi-* 
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cated, ahd, farther, t^iat he might be allowed 
the benefit of an account of the arrears made 
tip with interest, in jwhicH, to the charge of 
the items claimed, he did not object, provided 
the Governor-General in Council deemed the 
reclamation just with reference to their nature 
and intentions of the forme! 1 Government. 

4. But beford yoct Memorialist’s letter 
was' submitted, the Supreme Government, at 
the, recommendation of' the Superintendent, * 
had decided to abandon its demand,- mid on 
the 8tli February, the Superintendent inform- 
ed your Memorialist' accordingly. He also, 
on the 13th, forwarded to your Memorialist 
copy of a letter from . the Secretary of the 
Political Department, dated 7th February, 
noticing the letter of y our Memorialist of the 
24tli January. The Superintendent informed 
your Memorialist, that the enclosure regarded 
** his application to be allowed arrears from 
the age of fifteen instead of eighteen,” and 
from the inclosure, your M eraorinlist learnt 
that the Governor-General in Council could 
not consent to alter the period already fixed 
for tlic computation of the ‘•arrears. 

6. OA the 20th February, your Memorial-

11. It may be perhaps meant, that Lord 
Minto, in fixing the Rules of 1807; was solely 
influenced by the legal termination of mino- 
rity, which he . # supposed to end with the 
fifteenth, , while it 'really ceased with the 
eighteenth year, anti that therefore thd retros- 
pective modification of those rules is proper. 
If such be the uncommunicated argument of 
the Goverp or-Gentral’in^ Council, your Me- 
morialist would 'respectfully r^ply* that the 
rules hi question had no reference to the legal 
cessation of minority, but define certain rights 
at a certain, age, with tlie avowed purpose of 
obviatirfg all appeals to the liberality of Go- 
vernment on any occasion.*. Your Memorialist 
has no doubt, but that on framing thtrtte rules, 
a benevolent consideration of thp dignity of 
our unfortunate family, qnd a just regard to 
the treaty of 1799, had their due influence. 

12. Butin point of fact a Moslem legally 
seo Futwah annexed, ceases to be a minor at the 

age qf fifteen, b^the Mahomedao law, recog- 
nized by Hie regulation • of Government, and 
judicial precedents! * It is trae*tKafc* a’ particu- 
lar law of the British Government will n<ft 
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allow a sole Zemindar to have charge of a 
taxed estate until r he attains the” age of 
eighteen, but by 4 this special Revenue Rule, 
the general law as to the adult age remains 
unaffected, 

13. In conclusion, your Memorialist hum- 
bly urges that he had attained manhood ; in- 
curred the cares and expenses of a family, and 
became a father before the cUse of ins fif- 
teenth year ; that at that 4 epoch he was enti- 
tled to the increase allowed by the Regulation 
of 1807, without any tefeieuee loathe 'legal 
adqltage (which, nevertheless, he had attained), 
and that he can only now be derived ttf the 
full benefit of that Rule by a retrospective 
alteration, irrecoucileable with justice 'and rea- 
son; your ^Memorialist therefore (referring your 
Hqn’ble Court to his former " memorial) res- 
pectfully 'appeals to its equity, and prays that, 
recognizing his full right under the Rule 
mentioned, it will be pleased to instruct the 
Go vetnor-GeueraLny Council to make to him 
the payment which will render his position 
that which it would now be, had no oversight 
been committed to his prejudice.

1. We no'xv proceed to notice the commu- 
nications enumerated in the margin from the 
Government of Bengal on the subject of the 
Mysore Princes.

the families of such as were deceased, to the 
benefit of the arrears due in consequence of 
their having been admitted to. the highest rate 
of pension^ at a later date than had been pro- 
mised, it was at first intended to deduct from 
this amount such Sums as h&d been, in the 
intermediate period, granted to the Princes, 
over and above tbeir fixed stipends, for house • 
rent, purchase of house or furniture*, medical 
assistance, or ^any etjher incidental &xpcnces. 
Th& intention, however, at the recommenda- w 
tion of the Superintendent, Col. Caulfield, was 
abandoned, a*:d (considering the small amount* 
w|$k h would be saved, and especially consi- 
dering that we do hot grant interest on the 
arrears, which have-been, so long withheld), it 
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^ *vouldyiave been at lasl ungracious to have 
\ persevered in it. % • * 

4. In tom puling tfie anfount of arrears, 
you have •determined that the age of man- 
hood,” at vHiich. the Princes became entitled

be 18 years instead of 15, the age which we 
**rwigiually .suggested, this diminishing consi- 
derably*thfe aiiftniut elaimable by the parties. 

' IMnee’Gholam Mahomed has, in consequence, 
addressed us through you a memorial, claim- 
ing arrears. from tli& age 15, with a further 
request tli^t interest l>k allowed. J*he latter 
request 1 we mTist at once pronounce inadmis- 
sible, although iu the ‘fail are to redeem Lord 
Minto’s promise, the Princes were^not treat- 
ed with slrict justice, ye % t the delay of Govern- 
ment to perform an act eff liberality, which 
was originally spontaneous, c&nnot be* Assimi- 
lated to the withholding of a just debt, for 
which interest is fairly claimable. * So long as 
it is retained, we are of opinion |hat the iaith 
of the British Government is completely Ye- * 
deemed by granting the arre;u*s without iqter- 
cst. . — . , V 

• 5. Without, however? entering into the 
question, whether we # might in strict * justice 
have fixed the “ age manhood” somewhat* 
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to be more than 15 $cars, we arc desiitms to, 
act upon the most liberal construction $f Lord 'i 
Minto’s promise; and ' upon that '•w hich we 
have ourselves adopted in our answer to the 
memorial of Priucc Jamahopdeenr, copy of 
which is* a number in the packet,. You will 
therefore adjust the amount to he paid to the 
several parties, on the principle of allowing"’ 
the claim of the five Princes fivm the period 
of their attaining the age 0 f 15. *

munity, instead of being .congregated in one

tendeut, would , be extremely desipahje. We 
have indeed more than once expressed to you 
our opinion, that the perpetuation and inde- 
finite multiplication of a class of pensioned, 
and iu some measure privileged person’s like 
these stipendiaries, is in many ways unde^ 
sirahle, We may add, that arrangements, 
which keep such families before the .public 
eve, have now ratlier a tendency to frustrate 
than to promote the political objects which 
those arrangements Lad originally in view.

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condition of these stipendiaries, and yott have 
^referral to us propositions by Capt. Ouselev’ 
for adding to the allpwances of the poorer 
members' % of the family, fro pi the amount of 
the stipends, Vliich have at different periods 
lapsed to Government ; with this ’ptdposilion, 
we cannot, as a general arrangement, comply. 
•4>ur right is clear, both by*the letter and spirit 
of th> H'lmh/.jcioX oply to resume stipend on 
failureof heirs, hurt. to re-coimder their amount 
on each occasion of the death of a stipendiary.

But the pro- 
ceeding was conformable to the principle laid 
down in pJtra* 19th, of our political letter, 
dated 2lst April, -(No. 8,) 1841, that the as- 
signment of stipend sbpulcF not depend upon 
the number of persons to be supported by

<?ourt,.do not appear to you$ Memorialists to 
be consistent with the claims and expecta- 
tion*? which the members of that family may 
justly entertain “unu&i^tiib arrangements, for 
their benefit, settled by the Marquis of Wel- 
lesley, in* 1799, and. the Resolutions of Lord 
Minto, ih 18Q7'.' * 

3. On the 4th June, 1799, the Marqnis 
(thert Lord Mornington) hi a letter addressed 
to the Commissioner^ authorized a scheme 
of allowances to the nSembers of the family 
of your Memorialists; not to exceed |pur lacs 
T>f Star JPagodahs. By *the Mysore Treaty 

of partition territory, estimated to yield the 
yearly sum of Cantaria Pagodahs 2,40,000, was 
assigned to the Comply, in excess 

of its proper share for the* express 'purpose of

Company to reduce the allowances fixed, on 
the occasion of . death, and other %casions ; 
yet the exercise, of this power wa& not con- 
templated, but on, the contrary, it was expected 
that the total yearly allowances (o the family 
of your* Memorialists woultf 'rise to a sum 
exceeding* the assigned territorial income. 
The Nizam relinquished his right to any par- 
ticipation in possible savipg; because he was 
exempted from contribution* in case of pro- 
bable excess (see letter from Lord Moruington, 
to the Commissioners, .thte 4th June, 1799.) 
But though the alhs^uces *to the members 
of the family of your Memorialists were more 
liberal during their residence in the Madras 
territory, still were {hey not fixed on the scale 
contemplated by the Treaty. After, the re- 
moval of the family* to’Berfgal, by the scheme 
of distribution settled by Lord Miiito, in 
1807, the stipends of the sous of the late 
Sultan <af the other members ofhis family, 
were paid on a scdle v ery inferior, to that" 
secured by the "Treat}*, but the immediate loss 
was compensated though, in a small degree, by 
the hereditary^ charactei' gk'pn to the allow- 
ances fixed by *that Scheme.

Lord Miuto was to constitute each of tlie

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• aik>vvahces then assigned to your Memorialists 
and theinlate brothers, as a fixed hereditary 
rent in the peculiar fanfily of each, as the total 
allowances mq.de to us fell far shojrt of *2,0($)00 
Star Pagodah^rpserved by the treaty to which 
the Hou’ble Company refers ; the ‘ advantage 
of the principle, adopted by Lord Minto was 
on the sidp of the Hordble Company. If rigid- 
ly acted <m, it deprived the existing members 
of the family of the immediate full particjpa- 
tion in the yearly sum reserved for them, and 
exclu'ded^ their descendants from the excess 
beyond that aggregate jyMvhich* the Marquis 
of Wellesley '■contempRted the probable dis- 
bursement’ Youj Lordshipjs Resolutions of the 
5th of February, 1 840, were, no doubt, found- 
ed on a liberal consideration of these circum- 
stancH, but the Hou’ble Cotart, by its dispatch, 
contemplates the future diminution* t)f the 
allowances to which the heir of oa deceased 
member of our family would succeeds under 
fhe Resolutions of Lord ^Mjuto.jof 1807. * 

.5. The Hou’ble Court asserts its right 
undef the Treaty, onthe occasion of the^eath 
of a .stipendiary ••flfutmimsh to, hisheirs 4he 
allowances enjoyed hy hmi ; hadt your Memo- 
rialists and their brbtRcrs^ahd other members 
of the family eujoye| the full benefit of the' 




Treaty, they should not be disposed to question 
the right/ of the Hon hie Qourfc on the con- 
struction of the Treaty now noticed, hut dttr- 
ing%ofty*-two years the Government of the 
Hon hie Company, by the operation of the 
Resolutioji' of 1807, has accumulated a large 
amount of saving, portions of which, had the 
allowances of the family of your Memorialists 
been* fixed ,on the scale contemplated by 
the .treat} 7 , might now loe'videjtenderd fulfils 
in their hands, and those of the other re- 
presentatives of the Sultan. Tim Honor- 
able Coust has not, w<| Chink*, adverted to this ; 
your Lordship’s liberty *iri February* 1840, 
to your Memorialists’ grown-- tip children, is 
not,, we hope, inconsistent with the opinion 
expressed by the Honorable Cgjirt, not to in- 
terdict an occasional augmentation, anf^it is, 
as your Memorialists hope, they have shown 
justified by the spirit of the Treaty. But if, 
♦however, the acceptance of a liberality intend- 
ed by your Lprd^yp, is to imply the loss of 
the* right of undimmished succession under 
the Resolution of 1807, your Memorialists 
beg respectfully to dfe^iiud a present, con- 
'■'venience, which doec not compensate future 
losO>y threatened diminution. .The effect 
* of the views of the Honorable Court, if en- 
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terced»iwill be this, the representative of the 
late .unfortunate Sultan would suffer all. that 
is, onerous In both the Treaty and the plan of 
1807, without enjoying the benefits of either. 
Your Memorialists further beg to state, that 
they solicit nothing more than what lifts been 
allotted to them *and their families by the 
Treaty, and to which *tbeir ‘worthy protectors, 
the 1 1 ol) stable £ oilrt, v al w ays advert, as strictly 
adhering and actiwg 'upon,* and which alone 
will alleviate the wretched distress of your 
Memorialists’ families, as well as be t^e means 
of obv iating all futli constant appeals for 
aid and relief o<;casioire(M>y the miserable con- 
dition and suil brings under which your Memo- 
rialists’ fafnilies.a're how labouring. As regards 
polygamy* your Memorialists beg* *to st^te, 
that that eustonj is* notv gjutirely avoided by 
tbeir families, although *the Mahomedan law

0. In their own persons, j our JV1 emorial-^ 
ists will not be long a burthen on the libe- 
rality of the British Government, but they feel 
anxious that the rights and expectations of 
their representative* Should he .^secured apd 
debited, and for this nurppsfc, hope yo*ur Lord- 
ship will bring the. £uh|3df* tigafu* under* the 
notice of the Ho'iAvrablc Court. .

In the year, 1(336 the Honorable Court 
of Directors communicated its resolutions 
op my Memorial, oS, the 11th .May? 1835, 
to youf Lordships predecessor, by which I 
became entitled to^ receive the sum of Rs. 
94,500, 'the principal of arrears of stipend 
withheld, .tlioughMue toT*me under *tlie rank 
established l>y*Lord Minto in 1807. 

2» But youp. Lordship’s predecessor in 
December, 1836, caused payment to be made 
to me dlily -of Rs. 58,500.

3. Before I left Calcutta I addressed* a me- 
morial to yonfTBordshih on t tffe subject of the 
unfortunate position, of the family of the late 
Tippoo Sultan, and, I was. informed, that the 
representations it contained, *were made by your 
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Lordship’s Government^ the subject t of a special ■ 
reference to the Honorable Court of Pirectdrs* 

4. Your Lordship has always been disposed 
to lend a favorable ear to the representations of 
the members of tlfls family, and although I was 
unable to wait in /Calcutta for the reply to this 
reference, I had* every Jiqpe tjjat the result, under 
your Lofldship’s recommendation, would .have 
tended to pldc6 the* concerns of thb family on 
a footing satisfactory to them* and consistent

there retained for tile same reasons.under strict 
surveillance,* but all^our wants were # liberally 
• provided for under the arrangement of Sir 
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• • 4 

Arthur Wellesley, and 'although the expenditure 
was kept considerably within the 'limits o? the 
fund, the rehson assigned was the necessity of 
making provision for the probability of. further 
claims, and for an eventual increase^ in the 
number of th,e ^Family, as well ds for the 
Junior Members, of which h was ono* requiring 
after reaching majority separate establishments, 
and more ample provision for their maintenance. 

9. Whjle matters were in ‘this state, eyil 
* disposed persons fomented disaffection and 

mutiny amongst the East India Company’s 
native troops in garrison* at Vellore,* and they 
rose against their officers, and tried to destroy 
the* Europeans, .and to make themselves masters 
of the Fort. .In the course of this disturbance, 
the dangers of which we shared with all others 
residing within the Fort, same of the mutineers 
made use of the name of a member. of our 
family, and so raised a suspicion that was quite 
unfounded, of our having been instigators of the 
plot qnd conspiracy that produced that out* 

.break. * ' • *

10. It was in consequence determined, after 

the mutiny was # suppressed, in order to prevent 
a similar use being jagain .made of our name, • 
to bring us 'away from Vellore* and to require 
all the members of the* family* to fix their 
residence in Calcutta. t 
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1 1. Thi® resolution hiving been carried into 
effect in the year one thousand eight hundred 
and six, it fell, to Lord Minto, th^ii Govemor- 
Genera^, to settle finally our position in that 
city, and our future relations with the Govern- 
ment o^ the East India Company. His Lord- 
ship accordingly in October, one thousand eight 
hundred and seven, recorded a long* Minute 
reviewing ail that Had parsed* and distinctly 
declaring that he did not cpi^ider the claims of 
the* family upon the liberality of the Govern- • 
ment, and upon the fund at its disposal, to be 
diminished* or at all injured or affected by the 
occurrences at Vellore, and, he. laid down. rules, 

« t 

under which each member of .the family, who 

was at the head of a separate establishment, 

• ^ 
was placed ha the enjoyment of a fixed income 

for life, from the tjjne'of* his cpming of age, 
subject to the condition that, upon his decease, 
the fresh appropriation ^should be at the discre- 
tion of the Government. • 
r 12. This Minute of Lord Minto has always 
been considered by 'ourselves, as byjthi Autly^ 
rities in Calcutta, as the Charter of oijr Claims, 
and as the basip of all farrangements for our 
.benefit. ^ * « * » 

1 3. Qfae important addition was Vnade in the 
year one thousand eight hundred and forty-one, 
when the Honorable Court °of Directors were 
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pleased to sanction the* allotment , of t a provision 
for sons arrived at maturity during ihe life of 
their fathers*; in all other respScts, the arrange- 
ments of. that. Minute have continued to the 
present day. , . 

14. As a pfoofi of the respect and -e^lmation 
in which the flonorqJ)\e Cqnrt havq evqr held 
the Mimfte in question, I beg gratefully to call 
to your* recollection, that they 'desired its 
provisions to be sfrictly carried out, and ordered 

- to bp paid to myself the arrears of an increased 
stipend which i<ord Minto had allotted to me, 
as to be drawn on my coining of age, the Court 
libera^y fixing aq earlier period for the majority 

than the Local Government had before decided. 

• • 

It is upon these arrears that I have asked for 
interest dlso to be allowed to me ; in like 
manner benefits were assigned, on more than 
one occasion, to other members of the family, 
with the avowed intention of adhefing strictly to. 
Lord Minto ’s Minute anti arrangements, and of 
giving to us all the full measure of its benefits.., 

15. I qow learn, ,hpvv£v«r, to my great 
mortification an£ astonishment, that the reply 
to my Memorial, praying for. a more liberal 
provision fo be* qiade, ‘espewilfy for the junior 
members of the faihily, .brings in td^ question 
the right. of the family to .receive, prospectively 
and in perpetuity, any permanent provision out 
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of the fund in question** which was created by 
the stipulations of the Treaty of Seringapatam, 
and has jegulgrfy ever since, up t<f the present 
day, be§n realised from the territory, anti brought 
to credit in the accounts of the l^ast India Com- 
pany’s Government, as a deposit especially appro- 
priable to that object. *. « 

16/ It is maintained even, as I have been 
given to understand,' that Vhatcver rights we 
might have been considered, to possess under 
the' terms of the Treaty, and the arrangements ' 
made to carry it out, were forfeited, by reason 
o*f the events that occurred at Vellore, and the 
part some Members of the. Family are errone- 
ously stated to have takeh in these events* But 
I feel well assured that your Iprdship, after 
peiusing the Minute of Lord Minto, {ibove re- 
ferred to, will not tyke 'this unfavourable view 
of our case ; nor suffer the innocent and unfor- 
tunate Members of this Family to be made the 
sacrifice of such a misconception. 

■ , 17. His Lordship in that minute distinctly 
states in more thdn kne»place, that the Claims jff t 
the family upon the justice and liberality of the 
Government , cou(d not bet affected by any pro- 
ceedings adverse*^ ^the Government* in which 
individual? members of it might have engaged, 
even though ‘aubh misconduct had been proved 
* ^gainst them, which it was not, and all the

arrangements indeed, Aade by his lordship had 
specially in view, to carry out th^ provisions of 
the Treaty of Seringapatam in ou$ favour, on the 
assumpticfa of .its being in full force an$ effect, 
and h^s Lordship not only did not con- 
sider and declare? the funds set apart %y that 
Treaty for our suitable maintenance to have 
lapsed, and to be confiscated in consequence of 
such alleged misconduct, ‘but made the allot- 
ment of stipends' , tp individuals, present apd 
* prospective, with particular reference to the 
annual amount* so placed at the disposal of the 
Government for the benefit of the family ; and 

the deposit fund, continued to be realized and 

• • 

carried to accovytf as d trust fund in deposit for 
that especial purpose, and is still so borne on the 
public accounts of the East India Company, of 
which an abstract is annually laid before Parlia- 
ment. (See extract at end.)* 

18. But I have been further informed, that 
the Court of Directors also allege, “ that • the 
stipulations made by Lord Minto in one thousand 
o eight hifhdced and seven,, ha’d inference solely to 
the Princps then living, that in that year certain 
allowances were granted to thpm by his Lord- 
ship, but on a distinct 'understanding, that such, 
allowances Were for 'their, own, lives \nly, and 
that they were to .be subject t<3 reductions on 
their death, which ‘shews that Lord Minto nevejr 
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intended tty * continue $he allowances to the 
descendants of the Princes to whom he granted 
them.” f ‘ 

19. i earnestly intreat of yopr Lordship to 

read again carefully the whole og I-ord Minto’s 

Minute,' and to consider whether there is any 

« 

one single ,word from tpQ, beginning to the end 
to indicate that his Lordship* or any Member of 
the Govemdient of that day, had the least idea 
er intention of , making the find placed at its 
disposal by the Treaty of Seringapatam a sojirce . 
of pecuniary profit to the East India Company, 
by appropriating as a Japse to the Government, 
on the decease of each individual, the pensions 
and allowances granted by him to each ,of jthe 
sons of Tippoo Sultan. No such intention is 
anywhere indicated, even in the ease* that they 
should die childless, much less when they should

leave sons and daughters, w.ho in the nature of 
things, deprrftd as they were of all inheritance, 
or share in the personal property of their grand* 

. father, could have nothing to look to for their 
maintenance but ikif. appropriated, fund. • * 

20. Lord Minto, it is true, 'gave to each of 
the.sons of Tippoo Sultan* only a life provision, 

^ which he declatffNto be" forfiyt&ble £or miscon- 
duct, and' secured aggipst ' every other • contin- 
gency. 

' % but he declared also, that on the decease 

i 
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of each recipient, the stipend should ^ pass under 
the review of the Government of the day, tt> be 
re-assignable with increase or reduction , Recording 
to the condition of the children and dependants 
left by the inqjimljent, and witlj reference to 
the general claims of other members of the 
late Sultan’s family. , Jle declared .that each 
incumbenVs property and his stipend, should be 
restricted 1 to his ‘life, *not frbm any design to ap- 
propriate it as a lapse, but in order that there* 

- might be no right of sale or assignment in per- 
petuity, that it might not be taken by creditors 
under decrees of court for debt, and that claim's 
of inheritance might > not be set up to defeat the 
power of Government tb make specially for each 
case the arrangements most beneficial for the 
family. * * • 

22. All this was wise as well as liberal, and 
we cheerfully submitted to tKe conditions. 

23. It is now near fifty yearfc since these, 
arrangements were made Iby Lord Minto, for the 
appropriation of the funds set apart for the main t . 
tevance of tjie family of 'J'il&oo Sultan and his 
dependants. In jhe whole of this period, up to 
the present day, the right of thf Government to 
takf the benefit of a lap’se ujioh Tfhe decease of a j 
stipendiary, ns a source &f. revenue to the State, 
has never, been asserted, ner has tjfis fund been 
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dealt with qs a financial' resource of the Govern- 
ment, eveibin 'times of the greatest embarrassment. 

24. The British Nation has now triumphed 
everywhere, and has before it a prospect of per- 
manent peace, prosperity and redundant trea- 
suries. The present, therefore, we humbly sub- 
mit, is not a time for the assertion of new claims 
in the nature of confiscations, on the ground of 
increasing Government exigencies, and we confi- 
dently trust your Lordship, \\ill not ppply such 
new principles of lapse and appropriation to the * 
fund, which is the only source of provision pro- 
spectively to our family* 

25. Your Lordship’s Gpvernment hast never

taken this view of the liabilities .of the fu«d,4)ut 
has always treated it as a sacred appropriated 
trust; so much so, that very recently' when it

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that have been cfisplayejl and reoor^ed by your 
Lordship’s predecessors and by y*>ur ••Lordship, 
from Lord Minto even to the present day, it c anno t 
fail to ba apparent to your discernment, that 
while the fund .has continued to .accumulate so 
as to reach a large amount, in the deposit ac- 
count of the Government, it ip a har4 thin g for 
the members of the; family to *see that the. total 
of the allowahdfes nfade td them is ’continually 
diminishing, and-fo find themselyes straightened* 
. in circumstances, and unable to maintain their 
credit in the world, and their position in society, 
because of their narrow means. , 

27. It is far from our wish to be withdrawn

from the 'guardianship* of the Government, or 
to claim participation in the Fund as an inde- 
pendent prbperty. All I ask for myself, and* for 
my blood relations is, .that the Government may 
deal with us with itp accustolmed liberality, and 
continuing to regard the fund which it holds in, 
deposit as a trust appropriable always as hereto- 
fore at its discretion, will make distribution of i\ 
in thaf spir^J, letting tt\p jaxfpt -worthy members 
gfof the family fegl the benefit of its generosity, 
and withholding its liberality oply from the un- 
deserving. . # ** 

28. Being now in England* I deSjn it my 
duty to submit a copy of thiif letter to the 
Honorable Court of* Directors, for their informa-. 
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tion, and £o .ask the .Court ' to forward this 
original to your Lordship. 

29. But I arh quite aware that I can expect 

no decision or order from the Ilqnorable Court, 
until your Lordship shall have rpade your deter- 
mination, *and submitted your recommendations

30. May I therefore hope; that in cbnsidering 
the case, with reference to th£ iate Orders of 
•the Honorable. Court, the* circumstances to

may ever be regarded as zealqus well-wishers of

31. The particular ‘requests that I have, to 
submit are partly Known to. your Lordship, but 

# without youi Lordship’s express permission I 
refrain from entering uppn them on the present 
occasion ; should ^our Lordship, however, 
regard favorably«the ejajms of the family upon 
the* fund as a deposit apprdpriable for their* 
benefit while deserving, *an increase and. equa- 
lization of th<f*stipends of jnembei^ equal in 
descent, And an assignment of funds to provide 
for the eruption and repair of suijable resi- 
dences, as well as to relieve 'some who are much 
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distressed from clebts typd embanras^ments, are 
matters of pressing urgency; and /it is* my 
confident hope that your Lorcfiship will recom- 
mend the appropriation of a sum of five or six 
lacks of rupees out of the past accumulations 
of the fund to th : s latter object, leaving to me 
as head of the family, the . suggestion of the 
manner in which the amount may best be 

applied and distributed amongst ourselves.

There was a suip .of njogcy belonging to 
the cstatcf of my Jatc brothel, Prince Jamah 
Odccu, wkich'\rtis iit,the hands of fhe late Sir 
Thomas Turton, ih his capacity of Registrar* 

. and ^Public Administrator at Calcutta. After 
eight years of litigation in the Supreme Court, 
my brother’s will was modi£ed by a decree which* 
gave two-thirds ty his family (from which they 
were. ordered <6 pay all charges of description, 
which was verv heavy on them), and allowed 
one-third clear to be willed away in charitable be- 
quests, which is agreeable to the Mahomcdanlaw. 
In conformity with tjiat decree, his grandchildren 
have obtained their share of all *the invested . 
funds which stood in my brother’s name, but the 
uninvested balance, which was misappropriated!,, 
has notTyat bqen accounted for *to»them. My great- 
nephew has writtftn to me, stating his pecuniary 
distress for want of this amount, and expressing 
surprise thqt it shquld have keen Vithheld.

Having been recently famished by my 
great neplfew, tflET grandson of Prin,ce Jamah 
Odeeh, deceased, witfy copies' of Jotters that have 
parsed between his solicitor , (Mr. Sandes) and 
tll 9 Public Adlninistrator • at Calcutta, I beg 
leave, in continuation of my letter dated 22nd 
July, 1854, to enclose copies of the same, and to 
submit the' following 6bservations with reference 
to ydur reply dated 12tli Angilst, .1854. ' 

Sir Thomas Turton, as Ecclesiastical Registrar 
of the Supreme Court of Calcutta; had a compul- 
sory jurisdiction of the estates of Europeans and 
Christians dying wjtliin the Bengal Presidency, 
or dying elsewhere and leaving property there. 
'He had no compulsory jurisdiction over the 
estates of Hindoos and Mussulmans. When he 
Administered to pueh estates it was witk assent 
of keirs and parties 'interested, pr b*/ some agree- 
ment, the heir or executor of one of them being 
under no obligation to go to the Supreme Court 
and take, out probate or letters of administration 
before fcollqctipg de'bts and dividing the pro- 
. perty. 

l <, 
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When Sir Thomas Turton was 3 public de- 
faulter, and. the matter tame before Parliament, 
it was ordered that the Indian 'Government 
should be answerable for the lesses upon all 
estates that were priced by the law in his* hands, 
but not for thofle which came there by consent 
or agreement of parties ; these were left to seek 
remedy against Sir Thomas' '^Turton, as their 
ordinary trustee, add by the process applicable 

to such cases. # 

• • . 

The estate of the Prince Jamah Odeen appears 

to have been regarded as one of optional place- 
ment in the hands of the former Registrar, and, 
not to have been taken tty Sir Thoilfas Turton 
under liis. legal itbw^rs,; therefore, the amtrnnt 
for which he is in default on this estate, has not 
yet been replaced from the Treasury under .the 
resolutiomof the English Parliament. The same 
principle appears to liave b«jen acted upon by 
the Government of India. By the first Act 
passed by that Government, viz., Act V. 1851,* 
all the defalcations of "Sir, Thomas Turton were 
placed «])on the same footings but by Act XIII*. * 
passed in tffe styme year, the distinction *vas 
made, and: the estates mentioned in Schedules 
B and* D of the previous Act vjdfcq excluded from 
this 'liberal* arrang’ement. T'he estate pf Prince * 
Jamah Odeen was unfortunately in Schedule D.

But this case has grqat peculiarity. First, 
Priqpe Jajniah Odeen died at Paris in the year 
1842, having had. his domicile in London. He 
left a will disposing of his whole property in 
bequests for charitable purposes, fo the prejudice 
of his heirs-at-law. By this will the Superin- 
tendent of the Mysore Princes was officially 
made executor <5F* the estate. The .will was 
opened by Col. J. W..J. Ou?elcy,in tha,t capacity 
at Calcutta. Its legal validity was disputed by 
th'q heirs there Residing, aitd» upon inference to 
the local Government, the heirs were referred 
to the Supreme Court, to have their legal rights 
* there determined. It' was in consequent of this 
act of the Government .tlid't the . property was 
placed in Sir Thomas Turt on’s Hands as Registrar 
and -Public Administrator. The Heirs. and others 
interested had no option ; the whole ffinds were 
in the hands of thd Government agents, or of 
the savings’ bank ; not any ' part of them deli- 
vered over by members of the family to be 
administered or divided by Sir Thomas Turt on 
as their trustee. t , 

The Supreme Couit of Calcutta did not finally 
decide the case until 18^9, that is seven years 
after the Princa’s* decease. By that decision, the 
will was held good oVer on third of jthe property 
only, and tha right of the heirs over the rest was 
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declared, after discharging all costs. But 
through Sir Thomas Tdrton’s defaulting, there 
is a sum of rupees 35,380 of the estate, besides 

interest, which sum was left by* the deceased, 

• * 

and collected By the Public Administrator, and 

is still unaccounted for. ® 

• * 

It is .submitted, that if the Parliamentary 
Order foi; replacing tlxe* sums.'made awgy with 
by this officer,, anc^ the .acts of the Indian 
Government founded thereon does not apply to^ 
the case of this “esfctte, because* he was not^'a 

» 

European or Christian, still the estate comes 
within the spirit of that order, because it was. 
not placed in his hands bt any voluntary act of 
the heirs <uid. parties, .but by the acts of the 
Government and* &f the Supreme Court. 

And if Jhe •funds furnished by the Public 
Treasury to replace thege defalcations will not 
suffice to meet *this case, or ’have been already 
appropriated otherwise, still that it is a -proper 
charge to be thrown upon the Mysore Fund,* 
Avhich is amply sufficient .to provide whatever 
may bo» required for the purppse. * 

A» a further pi#of oP’tfie ’irregularities prac- 
tised in this case, Col. II. Huthwaitc (then 
Major 'Huthwaita), Supesintcndaht of the Mysore 
Printes, in* a letter dated 67th August, 1823, 
directed to George Swinton, Esq., geert'tary to 
Government Political Department, mentions in 
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his Statement No. 2, the family of Prince Jamah 
Odepn, ii\ which is included Shall Allum, since 
dead, but wtose son and daughter, the legal 
heirs of the late Prince Jamah Odecn, are now 
living. • Notwithstanding this knowledge, the pro- 
perty was by Government placed in the hands of 
the Registrar, Sir Thomas Turton. 

The property *tmis left by the Prince Jamah 
Odeen formed part of the arrears which Govern- 
ment, with its usual liberality and justice, had 
pa\d him in 1836 and 1 838, as it was not pro- 
bable the Prince, out of his usuaj stipend, could 
have amassed such an amount ; besides his was 
not a large family, as will be seen by referring to 
the above letter and statement of Major Huth- 
waite to Mr. Secretary Swinton.
